PROPOSED NE\Y RECTORY FOR GRACE CHURCH. 


ALDER.MAN FRANKLIN T. .MILLER. 
Who Has Resigned After 5 Years' Service. 


Aubln, John H. Sellman and Walter R. 
Forbush have been at work selecting 
plans and raising the necessary funds. 
As a result of their labors plans pre- 
oared by Mr. Hubert G. Rtpley have 
been approved and it is hoped to begin 
actual building operations in the early 
spring. The accompanying cut gives 
an Idea of Mr. Ripley's conception of 
the new building and its relation to 
the present church edifice. 

It is the intention to build the rec- 
tory of scone to harmonize with the 
atone of which the church is built, 
using for this purpose certain selec- 
tions of seam face graplte and Brigh- 
ton stone, limestone or granite stone 
for trimmings, belt courses, copings, 
etc. The roof will be slate to match 
the roof of the church. The building 
is to be sixty-six feet long with an 


monlze with the corresponding motives' 
in the church and Parish House. The 
window's are mulHoned and of a sim- 
ilar character to the Parish House 
window's and divided by muntlns. The 
front door is approximately opposite 
the transept of the church, in front of 
which is an open veranda and adjoin- 
ing a glazed sun room from which the 
sash may be removed In the summer, 
and screens substituted. The first 
floor contains a staircase hall 
, fourteen by twenty-tw'o feet, on one 
Bide of w’hich Is a Living Room fifteen 
I by tw'enty feet and the sun room; on 
I the other side is the Dining Room fif- 
I teen feet square with a lang# mul- 


ing, and the building will be wired for 
electricity and gas stove. The floors 
will be hardwood and the finish in 
general white paint. The entire build- 
ing is to be kept quite plain and sim- 
ple, both inside and out, relying on 
the proportions and the use of good 
material, and only just enough detail 
to make it fittingly appropriate for' 
its location and use. 

All of the rooms throughout the 
house have a southerly exposure and 
an abundance of sunlight throughout 
the day, and the yard and approaches 
muy readily be so graded and planted 
by means of slirubbery and herba- 
ceous borders as to not only make a 
fitting setting for an ecclesiastical 
residence, but also to give the requi- 
site amount of privacy required for 
family uses. 

The rectory will cost about $20,000.

ing is $254,249,583. 

The number of policies issued in 
1912 was 13,054, or 2,053 more tnai, 
the preceding year; the number can- 
celled for various reasons was 4,601, 
leaving the total number of policies 
now on the books 104.097. 

The average policy in force is $2,- 
442, and the average premium, based 
upon the mean amount of insurance 
in force during the year, was $:t6.24 
per thousand of insurance. 

Death claims paid amounled to $3,- 
082,361.60, an increase of $679,68(1.80; 
and the ratio of actual to expected 
death losses was 66.21 per cent, or 9.22 
per cent more than lust year. The 
death rate of an insurance company is 
liable to vary from year to year, ow- 
ing to a number of circumstances, but 
in u series of years will be about the 
same; the average of the t'ompauy 
fur tile past ten years lias been 64.64 
per eciit, sliowlng tliat the experience 
of 1912 was not abnormal. Tlie large 
number of violent deaths, especially 
from automobile accidents, was an 
important factor In lust year's mor- 
tality ratio. 

The reserve for policy claims, in- 
cluding instalments, amounts to $64,- 
318,039.87, which is un increase of $3,- 
320,581.40. 

The total gross assets now amount 
to $61,418,397.99, an Increase of $2,- 
978,279.36, and the surplus $4,088,- 
810.43. 

On January 1. 1913. the Company 
commenced to Issue a new edition ol 
policies which are an improvement on 
tlio old form. The provisions are 
clearer, the clause prohibiting military 
or naval service in time of war has 
been eliminated and all policies made 
lucouteslable after one year, except 
for non-payment of premiums.

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EDITORIAL 


The resignation of Alderman Frank- 
lin T. Miller, as a member at large 
from Ward 4, on account of Increased 
business responsibilities is a serious 
loss to the city government of New- 
ton. Resolutions adopted by the board 
aptly describe his services as “extra- 
ordinary" and indeed. In many years 
of service at City Hall, 1 have seldom 
seen a member of the city government 
devote himself so completely to city 
affairs, as Mr. Miller has done. On one 
occasion when the city's interests were 
seriously threatened by adverse legis- 
lation. Mr. Miller practically gave 
three weeks from his business in arous- 
ing enough opposition to defeat the 
hill which bad most powerful influ- 
ences behind it. There are many 
other Instances where he has been un- 
stinted in his time and labors for the 
good of the city. As chairman of the 
important committee on Finance, Mr. 
Miller had a thoro grasp of the situa- 
tion and an accurate appreciation of 
the details of appropriations for city 
maintenance. 

The city has been roost fortunate In 
having the services of such a man as 
Mr. Miller during the past five years 
and It speaks well for this community 
that it can produce men of such public 
spirit, who can and do, give their very 
best for the maintenance of our high 
standard of city government. 

The election of Mr. Robert W. Wll-; 
iiaroson as a member of the school 
eommiltee is to be heartily commend- 
ed. Mr. Williamson has had splendid 
experience In the board of aldermen, 
where he has been an extremely valu- 
able member and this should prove a 
good foundation for work on the school 
committee. 1 have not favored the 
election of Mrs. Prince to this office, 
for In my opinion, what is needed on 
our school committee, Is not educa- 
tors, — for we have an expert educator 
In Dr. Spaulding— but strong, common 
sense business men. Men who can 
realize that there is a limit to ihe cost 
of public education and who will not bo 
swept from their business base by the 
prevalent sentiment that nothing can 
be too good for our children, or that 
our children are our best assets. Our 
school committee needs to realize this 
— and should realize it at once— or we 
shall soon And that Newton Is giving 
its children a college education at the 
public expense and neglecting other 
and equally necessary depnriinents of 
civic duty. 

It is a curious sitnation which exists 
in our Congressionul district, where 
the Democrats and Progressives, with 
Ihetr candidates praciicully chosen, are 
already at work, while the Republi- 
cans, the dominant puny in the dis- 
trict. must await the official primary, 
before beginning active operations. 
The delay is caused from the fact that 
('ongressman-elcct Weeks cannot re- 
sign his office until Marcli 4th. and of- 
ficially there is no vacancy at present 
in the thirteenth district.

“Prom then until today there 
has been a continuous growth of the 
effort to accomplish for the nations 
what civilization has already estab- 
llehed In the relations between indi- 
viduals and states, namely, law, not 
fighting, for the settlement of disputes. 

“There are two vital things to con- 
sider in determining our attitude as 
individuals or as a country, towards 
this great change In our world system, 
— the moral obligation, and the mate- 
rial result. For nations to use meth- 
ods for settling disputes, which, if 
employed by Individuals would be pun- 
ished by death or heavy penalty, Is 
unworthy both of our civilization and 
our intelligence. Only public opinion 
aroused and expressed will put an end 
to war and establish law in its place.’’

At the lust meeting of the Monday 
Club of Newton Higliiuuds Miss Hew- 
ins of the Slate Board of Charities 
spoke of (lie work of tlie Board, of the 
supervision and the kindly and searcli- 
iiig Inquiries made to lielp boUi adult 
and minor wards. Siie described the 
industrial achools, the saiiltorla, and 
the I^eper Hospital, and told of the 
placing out of the children in families 
and of tbe outdoor relief. The speak- 
er pointed out clearly tliat the most 
liumanitarian feelings underlie all 
dealings with these state wards. After 
this talk the rest of the afternoon was 
ooeupied with papers on State Chari- 
ties by tile club members, Mrs. L. H. 
Marsliall and Mrs. W. B. Ryder. 


On Monday afternoon Mr. Ernest O. 
Hapgood spoke to the members of the 
Newton Highlands C. L. 9. C. on “Some 
Factors which Influence the high Cost 
of I^lving." The speaker stated that 
increased prices are found in Europe 
I as well as in this country. He pointed 
out that statistics show that since 
1897 the prices have boon constantly 
advancing and that they reached the 
maximum in 1012. He advocated the 
appointment of an international com 
mission to took Into the quostion and 
hoped that Congress will approve such 
a measure in the near future. .Mr. 
Hapgood show’ed that the country 
has, from time to time passed 
through these periods of de- 
pression and consequent high prices. 
Various economic theories were sug- 
gested that directly or indirectly bear 
upon the cause of the prices. 
For one thing there has been 
an cnormotiB increase In our gold sup- 
ply, It having quadrupled since 1862. 
The higher cost of education and the 
higher standard of living are also con- 
tributory causes. It Is a familiar fact 
that what were once considered lux- 
uries are now looked upon as neces- 
sities. There was a time when prac- 
tically everything used by the family 
was made In the home, now almost 
nothing is. Trusts and the tariff are 
also Bomew’hut responsible and the 
cost of the army and navy, it Is a fact 
that food stiifTs in England arc 5U per 
cent lower than here. A social hour 
w’itli refreshments closed a very Inter- 
esting afternoon. 

Mr. Alton E. Briggs, Executive Sec- 
retary of tlie Boston Fruit and ITo- 
duce Exchange, spoke before the New- 
tonvillc Woman’s Guild at its meeting 
on Tuesday afternoon, February 4, on 
New England Food Supplies. He stat- 
ed tliat New England furnishes only a 
very small part of her own food sup- 
ply and consequently a very large per 
cent is secured from the Middle West. 
I'liis fact has a bearing on the cost of 
living. Mr. Derby Brown rendered a 
part of Cycle of Songs with Mrs. Har- 
ry D. Cabot at the piano. Tea was 
acrved by tlie Industrial committee. 

The Social Science Club held its 
monthly business meeting on Wednes- 
day morning. After the usual reports 
and routine business, Mrs. Clarence C. 

I Smith, chairman of the Legislative 
committee, spoke of matters of inter- 
est now before the Legislature. 

The Newton Mothers' Club observed 
"Cuest Day" at the home of Mrs. Henry 
D. Lloyd of Grove Hill avenue, Newton- 
vllle, on Wednesday afternoon. Over 
one hundred responded to the invita- 
tion to hear Mr. W. L, Hubbard of the 
Boston Opera Company speak on “The 
Jewels of (he Madonna.’’ The opinions 
of the press have been very varied re- 1 
gardlng this modern Italian opera, said I 
Mr. Hubbard. Some have called it j 
tawdry and showy, while others have 
recognized it as a work of great Im- 
portance. It Is manifestly of nioderu 
style and thoroughly Italian In its col- 
oring. Wolf-Ferrari, the composer, 
was the son of a Gorman painter, while 
his mother was a Venetian woman. Tn 
the son there Is a strange blending of 
the two nations. He has the serious 
mind of (he German and the warm im- 
pulsiveness of the Italian. His mod- 
ern oratorio, "New Life,” is distinctly 
German, while this opera, "The Jew- 
els of the Madonna," Is wholly Italian. 
His father tried to make an artist out 
of him, and he possessed much talent, 
yet all the time he was devoted to mu- 
sic. He would hide music paper be- 
hind his drawings and, while his fel- 
low students w-ere laboriously making 
their sketches, which he did easily and 
rapidly, he would write out the melo- 
dies that he could not dow*n. His keen 
sense of color made him a painter in 
music. 

The opera Is teeming with Neapoll- 
(an life and is so realistic that it has 
never been performed to completion 
in Italy. It was hissed off the stage 
after tlie first act and has never been 
tried there again, (hough It has been 
given in many otlier countries in Eur- 
ope. Mr. Htibbard then gave a most 
vivid presentation of die story of the 
opera. He closed his remarks with a 
few observations upon the necessity 
of the right mood in approaching any 
work of art. be It u painting, a statue. 
Ol' an opera, and the absolute need of 
imagination in order to get the tnost 
from Us performance, and urged hlp 
audience to he honest with themselves 
where art matters an* concerned. A 
social hour over the teacups closed n 
most deliglitful afternoon. 

.Miss Anna M. Whiting of Washing- I 
ton street opened her home on Thura- I 
day afternoon for a neighborhood 
meeting in the imerest of woman suf- 
frage. About one hundred friends and 
neighbors of Miss Whiting responded 
to her invitation, evincing tiodi Inter- 
est in (lie cause and appreciation of 
(lie value of neighborly meetings to 
discuss matters of common Interest. 
1'lie meeting opened with u selection 
4iy the ('hunnlng Alliance choir, as- 
sisted by Mrs. Bertha Carter Flynn, 
contralto, with Miss Elsa l..eonurd at 
the piano. 

Rev. Henry O. Ives of Andover. N. 
H., wlio with ills wife, formerly .Miss 
Susan A. Whiting, is active in (ho 
work for equal sulTragu lii New ilainp* 
shire, spoke upon “A Man’s Reasons 
for Believing in Equal Suffrage." Mr. 
Ives began by saying (hat woman suf' ^ 
frugo Is one of the closing cliapters In 
a most iulerostiug history, and pro- 
ceeded to trace the eNolution of dem- 
ocracy from the timu of King John 
and the Magna Churta down to the 
present day, when the (Inal step need- 
ed to realize complete democracy Is 
tlie granting of tlie Imllot to women. 
Touching upon the present coudltlona 
in England, he said tliat tlie women 
there have been treated with great In- 
Justice and they have to face very dif- 
ferent conditions from what they do 
in this country, yet he deplored their 
methods. The average wages for Eug- 
lisli women, for Instance, is but 11.76 
a week. 

Then turning to conditions in this 
country he showed by means of a map 
how many of the western states have 
already granted full suffrage to wom- 
en, and then pointed out those which 
have granted partial suffrage. Those

in wlilch there is none whatever were 
represented in black and these cor- 
respond to the old slave belt. 

Women, he said, are equal with men 
In the sight of God, they should be In 
the sight of the government. Women 
have entered business and have be- 
come the competitors with men. 
Thousands have no home and no one 
to protect them and they have no pow- 
er to lielp themselves. The women 
are needed to help solve the moral 
questions of the day, the temperance 
evil, immorality, to humanize the con- 
ditions in the factories, to stop the 
present extent of the White Slave 
Traffic and to bring the influence of 
womanhood Into the spirit of our civ- 
ilization. The liquor interests have 
fought woman suffrage because wom- 
en stand for temperance. 

Women are needed In the govern- 
ment to See that the department stores 
provide the proper conditions In which 
girls are to work, to inspect the fac- 
tories to see that they, too, make prop- 
er provisions. Mr. Ives stated that the* 
c^reatest opposition to woman suffrage 
In New Hampshire at the recent elec- 
tion came from a manufacturing con- 
cern. wiiich pays minimum wages to 
Its girls and provides no adequate sort 
of sanitary conditions for them, and 
yet pays a 46 per cent dividend. 

The old time chivalry has vanished, 
women liave become the competitors 
in business with men. Something Is 
needed to take the place of this old 
time chivalry. Let us not fear to take 
tlie necessary leap to give them what 
they need. In closing Mr. Ives re- 
ferred to Victor Hugo’s hearing on 
his death hed of the dedication of the 
Statue of Liberty in New York har- 
bor. and quoted his words; "The statue 
itself Is nothing, the idea It represents 
everything. Liberty is woman, woman 
is liberty." 

Then followed "The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic," sung by Mrs. Flynn, 
the audience Joining in the chorus. 
Opportunity was given for questions 
and remarks. Rev. Harry Lutz being 
called upon, said that suffrage, wheth- 
er that of men or women, should be 
looked upon not as a matter of right, 
but rather as a duty, an obligation. 
The desire should be brought forward 
among women to share the obligation! 
of suffrage. 

Mr. Ives then introduced Mrs. Ju- 
dith W. Smith of East Boston, whom 
he characterized as being “Ninety-two 
years young." Mrs. Smith gave a few- 
personal reminiscences, saying that 
she remembered the first petition which 
was Bent into the legislature asking 
for the ballot for women and how many 
years It took before any particular no- 
tice was taken of it. She recalled the 
first suffrage meeting she ever attend- 
ed. Another time seeing Lucy Stone, 
Mary Livermore and Julia Ward Howe 
all in tears, because the suffrage cause 
had been turned down by the legisla- 
ture. Slie was comforted by the fact 
that Mr, Henry B, Blackwell had said 
that the suffrage cause had moved 
faster than any other reform. After 
another selection iiy the clioir the 
meeting adjourned for a social hour 
over the teacups. .Mrs. J. G. Godding, 
Mrs. S. B. Whittemore and Miss Minnie 
Wheeler presided over the tables as- 
sisted by some of ilto younger ladies.

EAT CHOCOLATE WITH FRUII i,- 


Ideal Food Combination According to 
Writer Who Clslme to Know 
Whereof He Speeks. 

Some silly things have recently 
been said about chocolate, which have 
attempted with some air of authority 
to discount its value as an article of 
food, says the Lancet. Practical ex- 
perience of course long ago decided 
In favor of the view that chocolate is 
a good sustaining food, and this find- 
ing Is not surprising, having regard to 
tho tood Bubstancee which well-made 
chocolate contains. 

Chocolate has been employed for 
Us staying powers and Its nutritive 
properties with considerable success 
in army maneuvers, 

Chocolate can unly do harm. In com- 
mon with all good foods, when eaten 
to excess. Chocolate contains from 
27 to about 60 per cent of sugar, 
from 2U to 45 per cent of fac, from 4 
to 12 per cent of nitrogenous matter, 
from 2 to 3 per cent of mineral mat- 
ter, and about 0.75 per cent of theo- 
bromine. It Is therefore sweetmeat, 
food and stimulant. 

Thus far the Lancet. Now comes 
Dr. J. Sim Wallace, an eminent Lon- 
don dentist, with a letter asserting 
that chocolate does a vast amount of 
harm, especially to the teeth, by being 
eaten between meals and before going 
to bed. He says it should be eaten 
toward the end of a meal and should 
always be followed by fresh fruit. 

BACHELOR NOT BETTER OFF 

Investigation Into New Zealand Work> 

era’ Condition Disproves Theory 

That Some Have Held. 

As the result of inveatigations car 
Tied out by the New Zealand depart 
ment of labor among 2,000 household- 
ers, It was found that the worker with 
no family spends very nearly the same 
sum weekly on food as the beads ol 
families, but saves in rent, clothing 
and other Items, and at each week end 
lias a surplus of 39 cents, says thE 
London Globe. Apparently he buyi 
more luxuries in the way of fooc 
than his coworker, who has a family 
and bis average expenditude on cloth 
Ing is also higher. The family mai 
pays |1 more rent a week, 17 centi 
more on food, 23 cents on clothing and 
67 cents on other items. His fue 
and light expenses, bowover, are rela 
lively lighter to the extent of 21 
cents per week. The worker, however 
has DO surplus at the week end Th< 
figures generally indicate, as may b( 
expected, the favorable position, ai 
lar as expenditure Is concerned, of th( 
'amilies possessing few, if any, chil 
Iren.

The common snail retreati * 
into his shell on the approach o 
frosty weather, and the opening o) 
mouth of its shell Is hermetically seal 
ed by a secretion which Is of a silkj 
texture and absolutely Impervious t( 
air and water. In this condition it li 
plain that It Is deprived of three o) 
the four elements of life mentloncc

EDITORIAL 


The disctiBslon of the problem of 
sixth class liquor licenses by the Civic 
Club Is most timely. The mailer was 
something of an issue at the polls 
last December and will soon come be- 
fore the present board of aldermen for 
settlement for the ensuing year. 

There are as Mr. Calkins states, 
three methods, — to grant all druggists 
a sixth class license, as in the past, 
— to grant a limited number, or to 
refuse to grant any. There seems to 
be a general feeling that the first plan 
is out of the question — that all the 
druggists will not be granted such 
licenses. The argument therefor will 
bo between those In favor of a limited 
number and those who do not want 
any. Mr. Hutchinson stales the case 
frankly and the reasonable and ' 
proper plan is the one he advocates. | 
Unfortuately, however, there is too 
much public sentiment abroad, much 
of it being without a reasonable 
foundation, but still, enough to make 
us stop and consider. While person- 
ally, I believe that the limited plan is 
the best policy for the city to pursue 
it is evident that that plan will not 
satisfy large numbers of our best 
people who want all licenses refused 
and who have sufficient courage of 
their convictions to agitate the matter 
until that plan is given a trial. For 
these reasons, and because this con- 
tinued agitation will be most harmful 
In the election of good men to our city 
government. 1 believe that no sixth 
class licenses should be granted dur- 
^ ing the present year. 1 am of the 
opinion, however, that this action will 
hurt the temperance cause in Newton, 
far more than the evil which now 
exists under the license system, for 
Tou cannot make men stop drinking 
by legislation, and the result w’lll 
prove that statement. 

As a matter of fairness, if this plan 
is adopted, the licenses to transport 
Intoxicating liquors Into this city by 
the expressmen should also be with- 
held. It should bo understood, how- 
ever, that If this is done, additional 
injury will be given the temperance 
cause. Many persons in this city use 
beer and ale as most of us use tea 
or coffee. They consider themselves 
temperate persons and probably vote 
NO every fall on the license question. 
When you prevent them from obtain- 
ing this form of liquor by express, 
they will naturally feel resentment 
and that resentment may take the 
form of a VES vole next fall. The 
entire situation Is fraught with danger 
to the best interests of our beautiful 
city, and in some ways It should be a 
matter of regret that it was ever 
stirred up. 


Our friends on the south side of the 
city are becoming Interested In the 
question as to whom shall be selected 
as the nominee for mayor at the city 
election this fall. There is a general 
feeling that If Ward Six cun present a 
suitable candidate the rest of the city 
will gladly assist in electing him. A 
committee has been appointed to se- 
lect such a candidate and its report Is 
awaited with InloroBt, Ward Six has 
many resldenis who would make ex- 
cellent mayors, but sonuMlilng more 
than ability is necessary in making a 
choice. His uvallubiliiy us a candi- 
date is most Important, for whh u 
strong Democruilc randidaie polling 
the consianily incTeusing vote of that 
vigorous old parly, with the possl- 
bllly of a I^j-ogresslve eundidait*, — for 
there is some talk that our good 
friends in that party Intend to carry 
th<.lr national and state policies into 
the city election— li will invite cer- 
tain disaster to name u man who can- 
not poll the full vote of the majority

I NDER THE GILDED DOME 

Mayor Mntflcld and City Solicitor 
Slootim apoko at. the hearing on Mon- 
day on the bill to authorize some Im- 
provement of the sanitary condition 
of the Charles river from Waltham to 
the Upper Falls. The report of tno 
Metropolitan Bark Commission rela- 
tive to the flowagc rights in the river 
was presenled and its recommenda- 
tion that 11250.000 he appropriated for 
construction work and for sctMcmenl 
of damages was discussed. Several 
Waltham gt'nllemen appeared in favor 
and it was opposed by the legal 
reprcsentatlroa of Arlington. Somer- 
ville and Weston. The attitude of the 
last place Bcems peculiar ns the river 
directly affects ifs territory for a long 
distance. 

The writer appeared at the hearing 
Wednesday on a proposed change In 
the election laws which was intended 
to allow an earlier publicity of elec- 
tlcn returns than Is now possible. 
More in Newton, whore our election 
officers have hold office since the year 
one. there is the strictest adhesion to 
the technicalities of the law so that 
no announcement of the result can be 
obtained until the last and most un- 
important office has been canvassed, 
tn Boston, the election officers canvas 
the votes for governor first and send 
the announcement to the election com- 
missioners at once. The procedure Is 
not strictly in accordance with law. 
but no harm Is done and election 
results are known much earlier than 
In this city. There would seem to be 
no valid ground for objecting to some 
such bill as was proposed and yet, 
the Boston election commissioners 
opposed It as tending to delay the 
counting of the votes. 

There were a number of Newton 
residents present at the hearing Wed- 
nesday on the bill to abolish sixth 
class licenses. Including Messrs Gros- 
venor Calkins. Allan C. Emery, Harry 
W. Bascom. Edward W. Greene, Aider- 
man J. B. Jamieson, Alderman A. B 
Rice, Mrs. Katherine Lente Stevenson. 
R. E. Ashenden. Dr. J. F. Brant and 
Fred A. Hubbard. The hearing was 
called so late that the speakers were 
limited. Mr. Calkins advocated the 
bill and gave his experience as a mem- 
ber of the board of aldermen, and the 
amotmt of liquor brought Into New- 
ton created considerable amusement 
in the crowded committee room. One 
member saying that "Newton voted 
No and drank Yes.” Mr. Calkins was 
unfortunate In some of his remarks 
in regard to the aldermen when he 
stated that the board would be unable 
to discriminate in granting but one 
license and one member of the com- 
mittee asked him if he thought it a 
surfictent reason to ask a change in 
law simply because the Newton aider- 
men were so weak as to be unable to 
reftise to grant these licenses. 1 fear 
that the committee obtained an er- 
roneous opinion of the Newton alder- 
men in this respect. One speaker who 
followed Mr. Calkins, said he was n 
police officer and gave some actxml 
experiences In the difficulty of en- 
forcing the present law. Some of his 
facts beat those given in Newton 
especially when he said he knew of 
40.000 sales in one town in ten months 
time. There are oOiers evidently in 
the same boat with Newton. The 
hearing was continued In the after- 
noon and Mr. F. A. Hubbard spoke in 
opposition to the bills abolishing the 
sixth class license. 

The committee on Cities has report- 
ed the bill to allow Newlon to lay 
sewers In a part of Waltham, In order 
to roach the Newton portion of Adams 
avenne. The bill to change the pres- 
ent charter provision relative to re- 
moval of city olficials of Newton has 
passed the House and Is now in the 
Senate. It provides for a referendum 
at the state election, and is approved 
by Ex-mayor Weed who was the 
principal rcmojistrant at the com- 
mittee hearing on the bill which was 
first introduced. 

Representative White of this city 
acted as speaker pro leiu on Tuesday 
and aciiuitted himself with credit, u» 
usual.

The Are 
was confined to the west end of the 
building and the damage Is estimated 
at $20,000.

A mass meeting in the interests of 
international peace was the dream of 
the president of the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
Mrs. Hepry Coolidgo Mulligan. There 
w’ere those who almost scoffed at (lie 
Idea and (liose who were lukewarm, 
yet the members of the executive 
liourcl felt that It was feasible and so 
the meering was planned. That Tre- 
mont Temple was well filled on Tues- 
day evening in response to the invila- 
lions for such a meeting indicates that 
the subject is taking firm hold on tlie 
minds and hearts of thoughtful people 
and no longer belongs only to the 
dreamer. 

Shortly after eight the meeting 
opened with Kipling's Recessional 
sung by the Adelphl quartet, Mrs. 
Mulligan (hen welcomed the audience 
in the name of the Federation and 
Introduced Hon. Samuel W. McCall, 
who presided during the evening. In 
Ills Introductory remarks ho said that 
tile time has gone by when any one 
who knows anything about the ques- 
tion considers those Interested in 
peace as mollycoddles. Tlie peace prob- 
lem is engaging the best minds all 
over the world. The I’nlted Stales, 
lie said, has the greatest war hill of 
any nation of the world, us imich us 
France and Germany together. Sev- 
enty cents of every dollar raised by 
taxation Is used for this purpose. He 
then preceded to discuss the fortifying 
of the Panama (’anal and the great 
expense eiilalled. 'riio time has come 
when we should put tlie oceans of the 
world' in the same class, as England 
and the United States have put the 
great lakes. No wai'ships float there 
and yet no cities are more safe than 
those upon the great lakes. 

Hon. Joseph Walker, the next speak- 
er. slated that war (*aiinot he abolished 
by paper troulies nor by papm- laws, 
it must rest on a world wide public 
opinion, which will not tolerate w'ar. 
and (hen all disputes will he settled 
by a pouceful means. Such a public 
opinion exists today. For the first 
time In hlslory the United States 
negotiated such a treaty with Great 
Britian. This, he characterized us the 
groalest forward movement ever 
taken in the world and a great blow 
was struck against world peace, when 
it was rejected by the United States 
senate. 'I’lie recent altitude will great- 
ly weaken our position among the 
nutloiis of (he world. He urged (he 
nccossity of csiabliuhliig pormuiicnt 
courts of arbitration and emphasized 
tiic great burden of mllliury urniu- 
meiits. No burden begins to rest 
so heavily on the Industrial workcrl> 
of the world as the military burden. 
The limo has come when public sen- 
timent of the world should be against 
war. Tlie Aniericuii people have hlgli- 
er ideals than riches and power, (lioy 
desire to make the world a bettor 
place to live in. What better gift can 
this country iiiuke than that of teuder- 
slilp in the cause of world pmice. 

Professor George H. lUakeslee of 
riurk University was then liitrodui'od. 
Prof. Hlukeslee said to uppreoluto the 
lesult of world peace one should com- 
pure (he cities of Mediaeval Uoruiuiiy 
with (hose of today. 'I'lien they were 
but petty priuclpullties warring against 
ono another, fighting for Just the same 
tilings us iiatiouB are fighting for at 
present. Today a relgii of law exists 
and all are at peace. The world 
today us u whole Is in just the same 
coiidiCloii us those Geriiiuuy cities. 
Universal peace Is coiniug fur the 
world just us It cuniu for Germany, 

He reviewed the gains made through i 
the Hague ('ourt and pointed out that 


All queslions not legal must ho settled 
by the colloclive jiidgincnt of the 
world. The Hague conferences have 
already modified and made new laws 
and these are fully as well obeyed as 
the laws of Massachusetts are obeyed 
by its citizens. He touched upon what 
the pow’ers of Europe have accom- 
pMshed in bringing about peaceful 
sohitiotiR of problems. The reign of 
law will eventually displace the reign 
of war, Our past Is to hasten the 
coming of this ago. It can be done 
by education, by convincing the major- 
ity of (he citizens of the nations of 
the w'orld that It Is best, wisest, 
noblest to refer legal matters to the 
courts and legislative matters to the 
judgments of the world. 

After a selection by the Adelphl 
quartet the audience joined In singing 
"Hoar, O Ye Nations." Rev. (’harles 
Reynolds Brown, dean of Yale Divinity 
School made the closing address. 

The song of peace, he said. Is being 
sung these days by a sturdy male 
quartet. 

The first bass is a business man 
who Insists tliat war does not pay. 
He enters bis protest against the 
financial burden of an Increasing and 
useless armament. He condemns the 
policy of spending 70 per cent of our 
national Income on the results of past 
wars in pensions and upon the prep- 
aration for possible wars In the future. 
The Boer war cost Great Britian 
2500 million dollars and that to fight 
80,000 people, the population of Som- 
erville and C'helsca combined. What 
would it hove coat them to fight equals, 
spent 70 cents of every dollar for guns 
.'ind court plaster, and with the re- 
maining 30 cents supported the family, 
educated the children and made pro- 
vision for old ago? Yet that is what 
we as a nation are doing at the pres- 
ent time. A modern fleet consumes 
$60,000 worth of amunltion in five 
iiiiiiiUeB. Business men are talking 
about this and are asking is there 
not some better way, some cheaper 
way. 

The first (eyor In the quartet la a 
scientific man who points out with 
telling accuracy the fact that weapons 
are passing or have passed the point 
where human nerves will consent to 
the fruitless task of facing their 
deadly strokes. Thoughtful men in 
all the countries of the world are re- 
fusing to become the torn and scatter- 
ed remains lor these scientific per- 
formances ill ruthless slaughter. 

The second tenor is a statesinai 
who has been studying the close re- 
lations between nations brought about 
by travel and social alliance, by 
friendly associations in educational or 
redgiouB efforts and by coinniiinity of 
interest in trade. If one nation suf- 
fers. all the other nations suffer wlrh 
It. The interests of all nations are ad- 
vanced when any two of them sub- 
mit their differences to arbitration 
rather than resort to expensive and 
demoralizing strife. 

The second bass in the ejuartet is 
a man who urges (hose moral con- 
siderations which make against the 
habit of war. The ancient command.

393, the Ellis Clean Milk bill; Senate 
bill 131, relative to schooling and hours 
of labor of minors: House bill 632, 
providing for retirement allowances 
lor teachers. The Federation voted to 
oppose all hills giving Spanish War 
veterans preference in appointive po- 
sitions and. as a bearing was then in 
session, two members were sent to the 
hearing to present the Federation's op- 
position. 

Hon. Joseph Walker then spoke upon 
"The Making of a Law.” He distin- 
guished between the fundamental law 
of the f’orninonw'oalth. the constitution, 
and tlie laws which are enacted each 
year by the l^eglslature.

There are two things i 
necessary for the adjustment of this 
problem — proper taxation and public , 
ownership. It is (he expenditures of, 
tho multitude that determine our i 
economic and social conditions. 

Ruskiii's statement, "There is no 
wealth but life" emphusizes the I 
thought (hut the great problem Is to' 
secure the fullest life possible for the| 
great mass. This can be accomplish- 
ed by a greater social expenditure uiid 
consumption, by (he erection of more, 
and better piiblli- buildings for the use 
of the entire people, libraries, baths. 
e;c.. by the laying out of inuguiflcent 
park system, by the enlargement of 
our public schools, so that not only 
(he child may be reached by them, but 
(he father and mother as wcU-.-all of 
which will be made possible by the 
Influx of vast public nuuieys when the 
problems of taxation arc solved, and 
the burden placed on those who should 
bear It. The saving and spending for 
things that will lead to (he proper 
balancing and uplifting of the greatest 
number Is true thrift.

The Perkins Institution for the 
blind is "doing well." in the words of 
Us superintendent, Edward E Allen, in 
its spacious home at Watertown. Al- 
though the workmen arc still putting 
on the finishing touches, and although 
the grounds have not yet been graded, 
the school is In practically full work- 
ing order, and 148 pupils are getting 
accustomed to their new surroundings. 
The new chapel was first used for serv- 
ice on New Year’s Day. 

This well-known boarding school 
for the sightless — for such it is, not 
an asylum or almshouse — has now a 
splendidly arranged and sightly group 
of buildings on the North bank of the 
Charles River, a short distance east of 
the bridge connecting Newton and Wa- 
tertown, and within a stone's throw of 
the Watertown Arsenal The plant is 
on what was formerly the Jostah 
Stickney estate. 

The beautiful tower of the main 
building has been commented upon by 
thousands of travelers on the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, whose tracks are 
on the other side of the river 

For years the institution was in 
Soutli Boston. There the only way to 
enlarge was to build upward toward 
the clouds, while in Watertown the in- 
stitution found an estate where it could 
build extensively. The contract price 
of the entire buildings, including fur- 
nishings, was $1,019,000. Work was 
begun in February, 1911. The archi- 
tect was R. Glipston Sturgis. 

The main building is featured by a 
handsome tower, 180 feet high, which 
can be seen for miles around. In time 
a clock will be installed In the tower 
and already a peal of bells, brought 
from Eimland, are being put into place. 
On either side of the main building are 
"cottages,” one for the boy pupils, the 
other for the girls. 

The architectural style is English 
collegiate Gothic. .Much of the con- 
struction is of brick, but Ihe tower is 
of concrete which has been so treated 
that it is iiidistlnguishable in appear- 
ance from the concrete stone used for 
melded and other finished portions of 
the tower, buttresses, tracery and pin- 
nacles. 

On the south side of the main build- 
ing, adjoining the tower, is the assem- 
bly room or chapel. South of the as- 
sembly room, and with its roof on a 
level with the assembly floor, is the 
gymnasium, built of concrete. The li- 
brary wing is on the east, the great 
hull on the west. 

The latter, which can seat about 400 
persons, has a wooden floor, the only 
large apartment in the entire group 
BO flniBbed. At the north end is a gal- 
lery to scat 100 persons, at the south 
I end a stage. The hall rises to the roof 
iof this wing of the main building. 

The chapel is finished somewhat 
elaborately. Three rows of seats along 
the two sides will seat the pupils of 
the Institution and the teachers. At 
the south end is the organ console and 
two banks of crosswise seats. The or- 
gan is at the north end of the room. 

in the so-called cottages for boys 1 
and girls every sleeping room has a 
southern exposure. The girls' cottage 
is U-shaped. A court divides the two 
sections of each cottage and these two 
divisions are also divided into two 
parts, each of which is the living quar- 
ters for 20 pupils. 

A feature of the institution is the 
tunnel system for the distribution of 
supplies among the various buildings. 
The tunnel starts from the powerhouse 
at the southwestern corner of the es- 
tate. 'I'he main tunnel runs in a 
I straight line east under the north side 
I of the girls' part of the main building 
and tlic boys' side. Dranebes extend

A long anticipated and most pleas- 
urable concert is what the Operatic 
night of the Newton Club proved to be 
last Tuesday evening. Of course, 
Mme. Evelyn Scotney was the chief 
magnet, and she had In her support, a 
most commendable list of assisting ar- 
tists — for instance Ernest W. Harri- 
son at the piano; Charles K. North 
as flute obllgatlst and neither last, nor 
by any means least. Howard White. 

The opening number was by Mr. 
White, "Couplets de Viilcaln” from 
Gounod's "Philemon et Baucis." 1 do 
not know what the words were, but 
he sang beautiful music in a worthy 
manner. Hls Interpretation and in- 
tonation and tune — well — they were 
Mr. White’s and that means a great 
deal. 

Instead of keeping the audience 
waiting for the piece de resistance, It 
follow'ed the opening number — the 
"Mad Scene” from Donnlzettl’s "Lucia 
dl Lammermoor." Everybody nearly 
has heard some one sing this number, 
but it is very much doubted If they 
have heard It sung as w’ell as Mme. 
Scotney sang It last Tuesday evening. 
One gentleman remarked to his neigh- 
bor, "1 have already been repaid for 
traveling a great many miles to hear 
this concert." Another young lady 
stated to her friend, "It is not pos- 
sible." But there were the living ex- 
amples — the soloist — the flutist and 
the obllgatlst. The reception tender- 
ed them after this number, must hava 
been pleasing, for the very rafters 
seemed to ring. 

For a long time, many of the New- 
ton Club members have been anxious 
to hear Mr. Ernest W. Harrison in the 
role of solo pianist, and at this con- 
cert their wish was gratified. Did Mr.

Mr. White's group of songs was an- 
other repetition of his past successes 
and Mr. North, in hls solo number, the 
Kohler "Italian Fantasie,” gave good 
evidence as to the almost unllroitless 
range of his technique, interpretation 
and musical ability. 

Mme. Scotney's group of Scotch 
songs were received with unusual fa- 
vor. It did not seem possible that 
one who had sung the florid passage 
of the "Mad Scene" could so hold in 
check their brilliance and sing with 
such calm and peacefulness those old 
melodies that will never die. Mme. 
Scotney graciously responded to sev- 
eral encores, again winning a closer 
place In the hearts of her musical cap- 
tives. 

•Mr. White then played a group of 
'cello solos. By special request he 
gave, as encore numbers, "Off to Phll- 
adelphy" and "Uncle Rome” accom- 
panying both of them himself. 

The final number of the program 
was the Bach-Gounod "Ave Marla" 
w ith 'cello obligato. 

In reverting back to the concert In 
detail and thinking over each artist, 
Mme. Scotney naturally stands first. 
Her exposition of true artistry, of bril- 
liancy, a diction unrivalled, a person- 
ality that wins at sight, — all place her 
in the iiighest rank of operatic and 
coloratura sopranos.

NEW ALDERMAN ELECTED 

Head ol Lasell Seminary Chosen a Member oi 
Ihe City GovernmenI 


At the meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday evening, the hoard elected a 
new member to fill the unexplred 
term of Alderman Franklin T. Miller 
who resigned recently on account of 
business. Dr. Guy .M. Winslow, prin- 
cipal of I.,a8e]l Seminary was the 
only candidate and was unanimously 
elected. He Immediately qualified 
and took his seat at the meeting then 
in session. 

President Riakemore was in the 
chair and Alderman Hatch was the 
only member absent. 

The board gave a good deal of time, 
as usual in hearings, those of the Edi- 
son Co. for pole locations in .Melrose 
street, Saxon road, Collins road, Ho- 
bart road, and Elm road being unop- 
posed. Mr. Edmund E. Hills spoke in 
opposition to the Edison Co. petltlou 
for poles on l.,ake avenue, saying that 
the residents of that street had been 
before the board four times in opposi- 
tion to poles on that street and h^ 
presented a largely signed remon- 
strance from the abuttors, Mr. Hills 
stated that they had suggested three 
different and entirely feasible routes 
by which the applicants for electric 
service could be reached without poles 
and there was no good reason why 
poles should be erected. Mr. Gould, 
for the Company said that T. P. Cur- 
tis and one other party were applicants 
for service. 

No one appeared on the petitions of 
W. H. Cross, Hunnewell avenue and 
of Trowbridge & Eslabrook, Hlgb 
street, to keep gasolene and the peti- 
tions were granted. 

Chestnut Hil) sent down a distin- 
guished delegation to favor the widen- 
ing of Hammond street and Middle- 
sex road, but to oppose the work being 
done under the betterment law. Ex- 
representative James A. Lowell said 
that the work would not help the de- 
velopment of the land and would only 
allow automobiles to pass more easily. 
It was a general improvement In hls 
opinion. Mr. E. M. Sheafe, president 
of the Longwood Cricket Club, told 
how the matter had been suggested In 
connection with the recent widening 
of Dunster road. Mr. P. E. Presbrey. 
secretary of the club, said that they 
were willing to give a certain amount 
of land towards the project, altho not 
as much as had been suggested at first. 
The Club had already made a consid- 
erable Improvement in the land and 
with the contemplated improvements 
in the next two years, the city ought 
not to expect it to do more than give 
the land. 

Mr. Francis W. Lee said that his 
children had frequently amused them- 
selves by counting the number of au- 
tomobiles passing his house on Ham- 
mond street and had counted on Sun- 
days as high as 150 to 175 automobiles 
an hour. This showed in his opinlou 
that Hammond street was used by the 
general public and was not exclusively 
for Chestnut Hillers.

The grand jury that is investigating 
the New England railroad sitiiatioii j 
continues from time to time to Indict 1 
President Mellen of the New Haven, 
and President Chamberlin of the 
Grand Trunk. Every time it Indicts 
them It also indicts common sense. It 
indicts economy and efficiency in rail- 
way operation. It indicts the economic 
opinion of the age. Either that, or It 
indicts the Sherman anti-trust law, the 
Congress that passed It, the Congresses 
that liave failed to amend it, and the 
public opinion that has elected and 
sustained these Congresses. The Rail- 
way Age Gazette has already comment- 
ed on the relations of the New Haven 
and New England. We are here con- 
cerned with the question of a competi- 1 
live railroad system in New England 
versus a co-ordained. unified one. 

Compel lllon was to be produced by 
the construction by tlie Grand Trunk 
of the Southern New- England into a 
territory practically all of which was 
already well supplied with mileage. 
The new line for a long time would 
have been a bridge across New Eng- i 
land. It would have been expensive to 
build. It would have lacked adequate 
feeders. It would have had few 
tracks into Industries. Therefore, it 
would seem Hint it would long have | 
been unprofitable. President Hays of i 
tlie Grand Trunk tliougbt it desirable 
to build it. I’resldent Cbamberlin. ^ j 
who succeeded him, did not. Ho be- ' 
lleved It better for tlie Grand Trunk i 
to get in over the New Haven’s tracks. 

If llio Southern .New England should i 
be built, tliere would be a new rail- ;

It is ] 
fairly obvious that it costs more to i 
support two railways ilian one. If a ' 
rnilroud opens new territory the iraf- : 
j fie created, and wliicli otherwise would 
not be developed, will support it. If it ; 
enters old territory already having a ] 
large mileage of railway it must live ' 
by attracting traffic already moving, or i 
that would move, by the existing lines. , 
In llie former case It renders a public 
service. In tlie latter case it causes < 
economic waste. Tlie Grand Trunk . 
extension seems, in ihe main, to full 
within the latter category. i 

There are some tilings tluit would j 
I be worse than excessive railroad com- ] 
I petition and the economic waste that i 
it causes. One of these would be an i 
unregulated railroad monopoly wliich 
was inefficiently managed, was arbl- j 
trury with the public and gave it poor i 
service for which It charged hlgn i 
rates. The New Haven is not liieffi- | 
ciently managed. Its rates are not ] 
excessive. It is not unregulated, and < 
if ilie public interest requires further i 
regulating of it, this can be done. Its < 
inaimgeinent has boon somewhat ar- 
bitrary, but regulation and public 
opinion can curb this. Its service has ( 
been good in most ways and deficient ( 
in others, but will nut be improved by ( 
its dismemberment. On the contrary. < 
the railway service of New England < 
will not be made the best It can be, or, | 
in long run. Improved at all, by break- ( 
lug up the New Haven system and de- ( 
veloping general competition. The ( 
best service can be secured at tlie (

railways of the United Stales In on 
the same terms. There would be no 
difficulty in carrying out this plan if 
Mr. Mellen’s terms to the other rail- 
ways should bo reasonable; and the 
fact that the Grand Trunk shows wll- 
litigncHB to accept them indicates that 
they arc. The advantage of compefl-i 
tloii in service would be secured, I 
while the advantage of economic! 
waste by competitive construction 
would bo avoided. This is not merely, 
Mr. Mollen's plan. It is opposed by: 
those who studs' and discuss the New i 
England railroad situation as agita- 
tors, but endorsed by those who study 
and discuss It disinterestedly and with 
public spirit. One of these is Profes- 
sor Bruce Wyman, of the Harvard 
Law school. Professor Wyman says 
in an article in the Boston Transcript! 
of January 29lh: "Believing in unifica- 
tion of our railroads as I do. I am 
convinced that we can get better ser- 
vice from a single system than we 
could ever hope for from separate 
roads.” 

But whatever thoughtful men who 
devote their lives to the study of sub- 
jects as this may believe, a large part 
of the public still believes that we ■ 
should go on regulating railways, | 
both by laws that aim to compel them 
to compete and by administrative 
bodies that make it hard for them to 
compete. The public still believes it 
can perform the groat equestrian feat 
of riding two horses running rapidly 
in opposite directions. Many public 
men still think so too. So long as the 
public and public men so think, doubt- 
less we shall keep on our statute 
books utterly inconsistent laws for the 
regulation of the railroads. And so 
lotig as this is the case the grand 
juries will continue to grind out bills 
indicting common sense.

EDITORIAL 


The death roll of Newton's honored 
citizens Is constantly lengthening, and 
It Is with the deepest grief that we add 
this week the name of Mr. Edwin O. 
Childs. Mr. Childs was one of those 
men who leave a trail of sunshine and 
good cheer along the way. His greet- 
ing w'aa always cordial and his genial 
presence among us will be sadly 
missed. Mr. Childs has served the city 
and county for many years with faith- 
fulness and skill and has proved him- 
self a good public servant. Few men 
had a wider acquaintance or a more 
loyal circle of friends than Mr. Childs, 
and his death will be widely mourned. 

The widening of Hammond street 
at Chestnut Hill Is a needed public 
improvement and one w’hlch should be 
borne by the whole city, as there can 
be no question that this important 
street is a thorofare. With the work 
already accomplished and which the 
Longwood Cricket Club contemplate 
in the near future, it would be the 
height of folly to delay this widening, 
as it is certain that it can never he 
done any cheaper than at present. An 
investment now will yield constantly 
increasing benefits as the years pass 

by- 

The election of Dr. Guy M. Wlnslcw 
as an alderman from Ward 4, not only 
secures the services of a high grade 
citizen in this Important position, but 
it is a grateful courtesy to the mem- 
bers of the Progressive party, Dr. 
‘'Winslow being the candidate of that 
party lest fall for Representative. 
His election at this time by a Repub- 
lican board of aldermen Indicates a 
spirit of good will and a desire to sink 
all party differences for the good of 
the city. 

Attention is invited to the remarks 
of Mr. James H. Hustis on the cost of 
electrification of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. If the residents of this city 
are willing to pay the cost of the work 
in increased fares we should favor 
compulsory electrification. If we are 
not willing to pay more money, let us 
give Mr. Hustis’ figures the most care- 
ful consideration before taking fur- 
ther action. 

rMTAIllA> CLUB 

The monthly meeting of the Unita- 
rian Club of .Newton was held last 
evening at Channing Church parlors 
and there was a good attendance. A 
dinner w'as served at 6.30, followed at 
eight o’clock by an address by Mr. 
Channing Cox of Boston, chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee of the Housv 
of Representatives, on the Massactiu- 
aette Legislature. Mr. Cox gave an 
enjoyable talk on the methods of pro- 
cedure in making laws in this slate 
and his comments on the various kinds 
of proposed legislation were most in- 
teresting. i-ie mentioned tho matter of 
changes in election laws, the attempt 
to abolish party enrollment, the Initia- 
tive and referendum and the proposed 
Utilities Commission. In closing .Mr. 
Cox said, — 

All along tlie line of great humani- 
tarian legislation Massachusetts has 
blazed the trail. She was the first 
state to establish free schools. She 
was the first state to start with (he 
proposition that her criminals should 
be reformed, not punished; the first 
state to open up great sanatoria for 
the care of her consumptives, the first 
state to provide the treatment we do 
for our insane. She was the first state 
to attempt the adequate regulation of 
public service companies. She was the 
first state to provide great parks and' 
playgrounds for her people, and shol 
was the first state to go ahead even 
of the stales with wiiich she is In keen 
Industrial competition and try to re- 
strict the employment of children in 
dangerous occupations and try to 
make It possible for women wlio are 
obliged to work to grow up to a 
healthy motherhood. .Massachusetts 
has done these things. I believe she 
bus done them because she has liud a 
legislature composed of men who tiave 
been willing to respond to the demands 
of the people of Mussacliusetts, and I 
believe that the people of .Massachu- 
setts liave insisted upon these things. 
They have kept in touch with what 
their legislature and their ieglslators 
are doing. Every once in a while a 
iiiun who is doing work of tliis sort 
wants to have Ills itands upheld. Every 
man wiio is trying to do right and 
stand up and he counted for the rigiit 
iieedb the support of tlie right men of 
the eomtiiunliy. See to it that you 
upliuld the liandb of your i'4'pi'(-seiitu- 
lives when tliey are doing riglit ; s«‘e to 
it that you know it when tliey are do- 
ing wrong. !>«-'( each one of us try to 
make Mn^^aehuht'iis just a llttl<' bit 
better than we found it, i-;o (bat our 
clilldren cun say, us u distinguished 
son of Mt:Hsaeliuset(e said, "1 shall not 
enter upon any ecoinium upon .Mussa- 
cliusetts; she iieed^ none. 'J'here she < 
aigiidS'-beliold her, and Judge for ' 
yourselves." i

The chief financial officer of Newton] 
will hereafter be styled the comptrol- 
ler of accounts, a bill to that end hav- 
ing been approved by the Governor on 
Monday. The board of aldermen will 
choose this officer, who will hold office 
for three years. 

The hill to remedy the present dras- 
tic system of removing city officials 
In Newton by requiring the consent 
of the aldermen to such removal has 
been enacted in both the House and 
Senate and will be laid before the Gov- 
ernor within a short time. The acx 
must be accepted by the people at the 
state election before it becomes opera- 
tive. 

Representative White was one of 
the 17 members of the House who re- 
fused to sustain the Governor’s veto 
last Tuesday of the Clinton license 
commission. Representatives Both- 
feld and Ellis voted with the majority 
of 194 on the matter. 

The bill to fasten on Newton and 
other places in Middlesex County some 
portion of the cost of maintenance of 
bridges over the Charles River, be- 
tween Cambridge and Boston came 
very near success on Tuesday, when 
the bill was substituted by a close 
margin for an adverse report of the 
committee. .Mr. Bothfeld saved the 
situation by claiming no quorum and 
on Wednesday the measure was de- 
feated. 

Vice President Janies H. Hustle of 
the Boston and Albany railroad, a resi- 
dent of this city, appeared before the 
Railroad cominltiee on Tuesday to op- 
pose the bills to require all steam rail- 
roads entering Boston to electrify. .Mr. 
Hustis said in part : 

"To prepare the ready that is. ic 
equip it for electric operation, and re 
model the stations, tracks and signals, 
and to provide the necessary equip- 
ment for a proper electric opera- 
tion for passenger service within tlie 
.Metropolitan district will cost approxi- 
mately $6,413,3UO, after making a very 
I liberal allowance for equipment re- 
' leased. Allowing for tlie normal In- 
I crease in travel and for all possible 
! economies under electric operation, It 
I lias been carefully estimated that elec- 
trification would entail an added net 
loss in operation of nearly $550,000 
per annum. 

"It has been suggested that the bur- 
den of this liicreuse in the expense be 
met by increasing tlie fares in the dis- 
trict to be electrified. On the present 
volume of traffic this would mean in- 
creasing the fares fully forty per cent. 
The active trolley competition In the 
lenitory affected would not admit of 
any increase. On the liusts of present 
rates the number of passengers cur- 
I rled would have to be doubled to yield 
sufilclent additional revenue to meet 
iite currying charges on (lie addition- 
al investment. The possibilities of any 
such enormous growth are exceeding- 
ly remote. ^ 

"Becrause tlie Bosiun ^ Alliaiiy was 
once prosperous properly with atnple 
Buiqilus etiabllng it to pay k per cent 
and make many exiicnslve improve- 
ments from income, It is still assumed 
I that there is no valid reason why it 
I should not continue to do so. It has 
two principal sources of income, tU 
' fruni tlie transportation of passengers; 
111 } from tile iranspojl^tlon of freight. 
'I'lie balance from niul), express, etc., 
is relatively small.

going that the operating management 
of the Boston & Albany is satisfactorily 
handling a very largely increased

reasonable expedition, regularity and 
economy. It has suffered in its operat- 
ing showing, as have all the railroads, 
In the enormous increases in expenses, 
yet its unit costs of operation compare 
favorably with other roads of similar 
[character. The lessee company has 
I moreover not allowed the yearly deficit 
since 1906 to stand In the way of ap- 
propriating more money for Improve- 
ments. 

"it has now reached a point where 
the volume of business, at the rates 
which have been In effect for more 
than a decade, Just about enables it to 
meet Its operating expenses, taxes, in- 
terest, and rentals, leaving practically 
no surplus. Any contraction in its 
volume of business, any reductions in 
rates, or any additional burdens (such 
I as that proposed by compulsory elec- 
Itriflcatlon) would prevent the road 
jfrora earning its guaranteed rental, 
laud would restore or increase the an- 
nual deficit, which on the date of the 
last report to the Railroad Commis- 
sion aggregated $6,000,000. 

Mr. Hustis replied to statements 
made last week that the .New York 
Central had not complied with the 
terms of Its lease of the B. & A. sub- 
siantiully as follows: 

"With respect to eiiulpmeiit. ihut 
used at the present time Is mod- 
ern. Passenger cars liave increased 
,32 per cent in number: locomotives 
have increased 5C per cent in number 
and 150 per cent In aggregate power. 
Freight cars In use and under contract 
for delivery are 87 per cent greater in 
number and their capacity has been 
Increased from 20 to 30 tons to 40 and 
50 tons per car. Station buildings and 
grounds have been adequately main- 
tained and new aiatioiiH erected us oc- 
casion has demanded. The lease 
called for an aggregate expenditure in 
East Boston of 12.500.000. The actual 
expenditure since the lease In connec- 
tion wltl) these teriuinul facilities has 
been nearly twice the amount re- 
quired. 

"At (he time of the louse the bonded 
indebtedness of the Boston & Albany 
was $7,486,000. Including the $2,000.- 
000 bonds to b<* sold during Hie com- 
ing summer, (he bonded indebtedness 
win reach the sum of $25,000,000, an 
increase of 230 per cent. The annual 
interest charge has been increased 
from $338,000 In 1900 to $855,000 in 
1912, an increase of 153 per cent. When 
tlie recently authorized $2,000,000 bond 
issue is sold, the Increase in interest 
charges will be 200 per cent. In addi- 
tion to this, (he .New York f’entrul has 
made up a deficit In operation from 
year fo year which has aggregated $5.- 
000.000. 

"For the year ended June 30. 1900. 
the operating revenue was 19,960,138;' 
for Hie same period ended last June it 
was $15,710,515, an increase of 48 per 

ciuit, 

"In 1900 the passengers cari’leU one 
mile were 223,200,000; in 1912, they 
were 327,700,000, an Increase of 47 
per cent. In 1900 the tons hauled one 
mile were 587,400.000; in . 1912 they 
wer4' 972,400,000, an increase of 66 
per cent. 'I'Jie passenger train miles 
liuie increased in about Hie same iiru- 
portion us Hie passenger miles. Indi- 
cating that the train service bus kept 
pu(:e wiHi (he increase In business, in 
freigin service, liowi'ver. the 66 per

In these times 
of the great increase In the non-pro- 
ducing population, he urges that New 
England become u producing commun- 
ity Itself and that people cultivate the 
art of proper buying. He also spoke 
of the absolutely economic necessity 
of the refrigerated article.

By invitation of the West Roxbury 
Woman’s Club a conference ou Con- 
servation was held lu (hat place ou 
Tuesday afternoon, Feb. 13. Mrs. 
Walter G. Newell, president of the 
Club, extended greetings to the vlslt- 


ora and told of her oliih'a work for 
chlldron '8 gardens last year and the 
plan of an oxhihlf this coming spring 
of wild flowers gathered by the chil- 
dren. Miss Mary C. Sweet, the new 
chairman of conservation, then took 
(he chair and presided for the rest of 
the afternoon. 

Miss Sweet spoke of the conference 
of governors called by President 
Roosevelt In 1908 as (he Inauguration 
of this movement for conservuilon. 
They said, “We are jirosperous now’, 
let US conserve our National resources 
for our children and onr chlldren’f 
children. ’’ She then went on to men- 
tion some of the things which have 
been done in this country to conscrvi. 
our resotiroes. By irrigation desert 
regions have been made fertile, and 
wet lands have been reclaimed. In 
speaking of work done by city clubs 
she told of certain things often classi- 
fied under the stihject of civics, but 
whkdi really tend to the conservation 
of life, — the cleaning up of city streets, 
(he iJlayground movement, and the 
district ntirslng work. Other work 
recommended for city clubs Included 
children's gardens, the care of trees 
upon the city streets and ilic forma- 
i lion of study classes on conservation. 

A member of the West Roxbury Club 
told more In dethll of their work In 
co-operation with the Parents’ Asso- 
ciation in furnishing seeds to the chil- 
dren for home gardens. In the fall 
an exhibition was held and prizes 
awarded, these prizes being ribbons. 
The Rosllndale Community Club has 
also done work along this line. A 
member of the Rrlghlhelmstone Club 
told of their work for the care of frees. 
They have planted many themselves, 
have interested the children and ino 
school masters to have them planted 
in (he school yards. The Maltupan- 
nock Club of South Boston has worked 
to have trees replaced where it has 
been necessary to cut down the old 
ones. 

Mrs. Fred H, Tucker, former chair- 
man of the department, theti spoke of 
Work In Country Clubs. She said that 
It is often difficult to differentiate the 
work of city clubs from that of coun- 
try clubs. Tlie broad phases of the 
subject may be studied by both. City 
conditions, that of paved streets and 
curbstones, may exist in the country 
as well. The dlllictilty of making 
trees grow along paved streets had 
been touched tipon and Mrs. Tucker 
told the members that It is possible to 
arrange conditions, so that the trees 
will grow. She called attention to the 
Importance of country roadside con- 
ditions. With the present moth pests 
It is Impossible to leave the thick tan- 
gle along the roadsides, as has been 
previously urged from an artistic 
point of view. The fanners have been 
in the habit of motvlng down every- 
thing. but Mrs. 'Pucker said that it 
would be possible to leave the seedling 
trees without danger from moths. She 
spoke of the difference between t'oim- 
try roads and city streets in that the 
trees along the road should be more 
irregular In their planting and may bo 
of various kinds, while for the city 
street the same kind should be plant- 
ed In regular rows. She urged the, 
cltil)s to pay more ultoiitlon to heanii- 
fylng the roads connecting the differ- 
ent towns. She urged the work of 
children's gardens, saying that they 
are needed just ns much in (he country | 
as in the city. She spoke at length of 
the need of reforestation of .Massachu-: 
setts, for at present 95 per cent of the' 
wood used in the state is imported.^ 
Municipal forests were explained.' 
Broposed legislation in mailers relut-l 
Ing to forestry was e.vplained. In' 
closing Mrs. Tucker said, “Wluilover 
we do for our loeallties, study the big 
things and tlie l)ig issues.’’

Delivery of the new Winter Issue of 
the Boston telephone directory will be 
commenced on Wednesday, February 
19, and will be completed on March 1. 
It will be the largest book of Its kind 
ever published In New England and 
will be the most widely read, for it is 
kafe to say the book will be consulted 
nearly a million times daily. In cor- 
rectness tt Is almost perfection. 

Printing the Boston directory is a 
tremendous Job. The forthcoming Is- 
sue will number 203.400 copies and 
each book will have 418 pages, a total 
of over 85,000,000 pages In one issue 
and more than a quarter billion pages 
in the three issues printed every year. 

After the copy has been closed for 
the Boston directory about 25 days are 
required to print it. Over 500,000 
pounds of paper are used and morti 
than 12 miles of wire is required In 
the binding.

HOINTAIA* THIEF DEAD 

The big bull buffalo, “Mountain 
Chief," an attraction at Norumbega 
Park during the past 11 years, has 
passed to the “happy hunting 
grounds." He succumbed to injuries 
inflicted by his son. a powerful ani- 
mal, who has shared the older ani- 
mals quarters for the past five years. 

Several weeks ago the animals had 
a terrific battle, the younger bull scor- 
ing a victory. 

"Mountain Chief" was 22 years old, 
and of course, no match for the young- 
er blood. 

The maiiugement spared no expense 
in doing everything possible to save 
his life, as he was known to be the 
largest and finest specimen in captiv- 
ity. The lute Austin Corbin paid a 
fabulous sum for him to head his fa- 
mous herd. But on account of his 
bad disposition, which, when he was 
ill his prime, made him exceptionally 
ferocious, they were obliged to sepa- 
rate him from the herd. 

Previous to this he had killed two 
male and one cow bufTalo, and severe- 
ly injured a keeper. He was sold to 
the Norumbega Park Company, to- 
gether with his male, a fine cow, II 
years ago. A double fence of steel 
wire, heavily barricaded with logs, nn* 
been required to keep him within 
bounds. He weighed 2600 pounds and 
was well known to zoologists inuh In 
this country und on the Continent.

This does not crust 
the spirit of Indignation at wrong. oi 
weaken the fighting Instinct, but h 
does aid In averting hasty judgments 
end give time for viewing the caei 
from many points. — Exchange.

history. German excavation at Bog 
haz-KenIj have shown that this long 
unknown town — probably the site o 
the Cappadocian city of Pterla — wat 
for centuries the capital of a powerfu 
kingdom, which, with its allies, was i 
dominant force In Asia, on equa 
terms with the rulers of Babylonli 
and the Pharaohs, and driving then 
out of Syria. 

The names of seven or eight Hat 
tl kings have been preserved, sev 
era] of them are now more that 
names. Other finds give strong test! 
mony to the Influence of Babylonlai 
culture as far north as Cappadocia 
and show that a long period of devel 
opment must have preceded the con 
dltlon of society ruled over by thesi 
Hattl kings, some archeologist bellev 
Ing that it extended over more tbai 
2,000 years.

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TELEGRAPH_ CHANGES 

Telephone Company Mnkns Changes end 
Improns Sanice 

Within the last six months the Now 
England Tolophono Company has 
made arrangements to take over the 
local business of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company and the tele- 
graph olTlces In the Newton railroad 
station, and Newton Centre have been 
dlscontinnod and the telegraph ofRceB 
opened in the .Newton North Tele- 
phone exchange on Elmwood street 
and the following branches which 
have been arranged for and will be 
opened In two or three weeks. One at 
East Watertown. Newton Centre, New- 
ton Corner and Ncwlonvllle. 

Ab the Telephone Company comes 
nnder the new state law limiting Its 
employees to 64 hours for a week’s 
kvork. the telegraph offlccs are now 
( losed at 6 P.M. and are not open ns 
formerly between 7 and 8 P.M. 

In place of this apparent restriction 
on the pviblic convenience, the new ar- 
rangement gives every telephone sub- 
scriber, and Incidentally, a study of 
the telegraph situation reveals the 
fact that 85 per cent of the business 
.s from telephone subsertbers. — the 
free use of the telephone for sending 
telegrams at any lime during the 24 
hours, whereas under the old arrange- 
ment, there was a telephone toll made 
for such service between 8 P.M. and 
8 A.M. in addition, the telegram Is 
relayed lo Boston, where the tele- 
graph service is far superior to the 
limited number of telegraph wires 
from our local stations, and which, 
were often congested with railroad 
business, as well. 

For the 15 per cent of the business 
coming from the non-telephone sub- 
scribers, arrangements are being made 
as rapidly as possible to establish 
places where telegrams can be flled.^ 
and which will be sent off at oneV 
without payment of a telephone toll. 
These stations will be located as far 
as possible in business places which 
are open until 10 P.M. and In that 
respect, will give several hours better 
service than formerly. 

In the matter of deliveries the new 
eei vlce Is far superior to the old ns 
telephone delivery can be made at 
once during any hour of the 24 to 
telephone subscribers, and the Com-; 
pany expect to deliver by messenger 
service during regular business hours, 
as formerly, to non-teleplione sub- 
scribers, and after such business 
hours will undertake to deliver In 
some fashion, such Important tele- 
grams as may be received for that 
class of telegraph patrons. 

Summing the matter up, It appears 
that the telephone subscribers are 
greatly benefitted by the new arrange- 
ment, both In receiving and delivery 
of telegrams, while the small number

THE BULL MOOSE 

Caustic Boiumeals on Ihi [Altitude of the 
New Party 

Krotn Springfield UopnhUcHti. 

Boston, Sunday, Feb. 23. 

1.4181 evening's remarkable bull 
moose demonstration in the South 
armory made clear two highly Impor- 
tant things — that there is going to be 
a very nnusnal poHtlcnl campaign 
this fall and that the mooses are going 
to have an amount of money utterly 
beyond democratic ability to equal 
and ample enough to make Chairman 
Hatfield green with envy. More than 
.this, since Massaebusetts Is the only 
state of the United States to elect a I 
full state ticket and Legislature this' 
fall — for New Jersey does not go, the 
full figure, — all the party resources In 
the nation will be drawn upon for the 
battle here. Massachusetts will be 
the cockpit in which a national battle 
for prestige will be fought and we 
nnist expect that men and money from 
all other states. If necessary, will be 
poured In here freely In addition to the 
exceptional numbers and sums (hey 
can raise here from their own re- 
sources. AM this was foreshadowed 
by tbelr speeches and placards last 
evening. Hence It Is, for all our peo- 
ple, a matter of high political moment 
that this bull moose phenomenon be 
rightly understood so that the voters 
may estimate it at its true value, — its 
real nature, Its merits and its defects. 
Let me put a long period of political 
observation and experience at the 
service of the public. 

Bull moose' entliuslasm is a phenom- 
enon which commands attention by its 
prevalence and intensity. By the way, 
we are Justified In using that anlpinl 
simile because their trick of imitating 
bellowings as applause shows bow 
w’ell the term fits and how much they 
like it. This phenomenon Is a psycho- 
logical disturbance such as the world 
has seen many times before. It is to 
be classed with the Salem witchcraft 
craze and with periods of great relig- 
ious excitement which at times sweep 
through extensive areas exerting in- 
fiuences and producing effects totally 
outside of ordinary human experience. 
These bull mooses are no more in a; 
normal frame of mind than Is a Malay 
running amok or a Methodist camp- 
, meeting In the hands of a skilful re- 
vivalist. 

In detail let it be noted that Matthew 
Hale spoke the exact truth last night 
when he said that for the most part 
the progressives are new to politics. 
With the exception of a few who have 
been prominent in political activity, 
the entire company, — and It seems to 
have about as many women as men, — 
is a wholly new section of our people 
in politics. They know little or nothing 
of what has been done In politics 
before them. They are ignorant of 
the fact that generations of reformers, 
public spirited, self sacrificing and 
active, — have been trying to solve our 
political problems, to restrain the ex- 
ploiting hand of wealth, to protect the 
weak, to save the children, to guard 
the women, to relieve the aged and to 
secure good pay for all. As new- 
comers with no history the mooses 
burst upon the political stage and 
imagine that they arc the whole show. 
They see the evils of the times and, 
because the evils exist, assume that 
nobody else has noticed or made any 
effort to remove them. But the 
mooses do not know the facts and they 
do not understand themeslves. Their 
case is much simpler and less compli- 
mentary to them than they suppose. 

Most of the mooses have hitherto 
been of republican sympathies as far 
las they liave taken interest in politics. 

I A small porportion has been demo- 
loratie. The plain truth now is that 
' the moose party has been formed and 
Is easily nothing but straight and pure 
democratic In every respect but one. 
This is easily proved. Their great 
Slock In trade, as shown by their 
resolutions adopted last night, by their 
bills in the Legislature and by their 
platforn), is what may be termed up- 
lift propositions — help for women, 
prevention of child labor, minimum 
wage, old age pensions, initiative and 
referendum, sanitary measures, short- 
er hours and so on. Now that field is 
rightfully, historically and really now 
the possession of tlie democratic 
party. The genesis and progress of 
this kind of legislation is perfectly 
well known. Ever since the civil war 
it has been under way. It does not 
begin witii pbilantbropists, which the 
mooses are. by any means. It begins 
with the poor people who are suffer- 
ing for lark of the reforms demanded. 
The history is long, continuous, full of 
both iliscouragemeni and encourag- 
mem of the workers. It gotjs back to 
the struggle for the 10-hour day. 
It deals wltli the oppressive factory- 
store extortion, tlie weekly payment 
of wages, (lie (unployees liability law, 
(be opening of factory doors outward, 
tile eonsiructiou of lire escapes, the 
protection of mueliinery and a him- 
dri-d more liiglily necessary and im- 
portani measures. These always 
originate with (lie poor people lo be 
I helped. 

Help bus ulways been given by the 
denujcratlc,’ party. .Never lias it failed 
iliein. Ji has always been on the Job, 
faitlifully and without relaxation. In 
the face of reiii-uted defeuls and dls- 
c-ourugeinnts the labor men and ili*- 
democrats liave toiled on. year after 
year, having a good (-ase and, at lusi, 
persuading A'liough of ihe liberal end 
of the repulilican party to secure a 
iiitijorily vole by the combined forces. 

I 'I'beri, when the viertory has been won 
(he republlcuii politicians, flslilng for 
labor votes, have always eiuinied the 
credit to ih<.* republicans because (hut 
party was a majority of th<f Senate 
and House and therefore was res- 
ponsible for all legislation. I'his tius 
been ilie habitual course of the repub- 
lican leaders ever since the civil war 
and it bus been llluslrated flagrantly 
In every year's campaign since (he 
bull mooses became of voting age. If 
iliese mooses had shown in the past 
a (eiiili of tlie Interest (hey siiow now 
these reforms would have been se- 
cured years ago. 

'J'liese refurins, then, are straight 
deinocrutlc principles which have 
(onie along In due order of Industrial 
and social develupineni and there ii 
nut the sllghlifst ooaslon for the new 
party to promoti' them. But here we 
gel must of the reasons for the new 


pfltty. Most of them have been repnb- 
llonns. They hnve their old prejudice 
against the democracy and their Igno- 
rance of Its true function. They have 
Just waked up to the situation. The 
only now element In the ease Is iholr 
new self consciousness. Theirs is (he 
guilt of neglect and lack of sympathy 
hitherto, Wago-enniers have been 
tolling, suffering, struggling for relief 
for a whole gcnernllon just as much ns 
now and these people have turned 
deaf cars, have not opened either 
heart or purse or recognized the bond 
of common humanity till now when 
the craze of the new movemont Is in 
their brains, when they can rush to 
I the front, pose ns lenders and reform- 
ers, flatter their own vanity and im- 
pose upon the public. 

In one essential respect only are 
the progressives not on solid demo- 
cratic ground. Having been repub- 
licans, most of them are protection- 
ists. The sole and only distinction 
between them and democrats, which 
gives the name progressive, is that 
they are not nt all progressive, but 
are reactionary, back In the darkness 
of tho Middle Ages. They have been 
beneficiaries of the tariff so much as 
republicans that they have no concep- 
tion of the Justice and possibilities of 
unfettered trade, nor do they see that 
it is as immoral and as uneconomic to 
exploit the public for the benefit of 
the wage-earners of a few industries 
as for the benefit of capital. But In | 
the main, the mooses have become i 
straight democrats. If their stupidity I 
w’ere not larger than the sum of their | 
piety and their humanity, and If their 
political frankness were not deficient, 
they would ally themselves with one 
or the other of the great parties, — for 
the republicans are*now ready to 
make large concessions, — and secure 
the adoption of their reforms. Instead 
of forming a third party, with its risk 
of remaining a mlnolty. In the nature 
of our politics, the new party has no 
reason of being. 

Mr. Bird’s case deserves attention 
by itself. Last evening 1 heard ills 
attack upon onr slate government. 
It was very old and familiar. Who 
had made it? Benjamin P. Butler. 
Thirty years ago this very year, night 
after night, week after week, in many 
places in central and eastern Massa- 
chusetts, when Butler was on the 
8ti>mp. was I at. the edge of the plat- 
form below him, reporting his lies, 
Ills suppression of the truth, his sug- 
gestion of the false, his ignorance, 
his recklessness, his demagogery and 
his outgivings of self-conceited am- 
bition. Bird's speech was the same 
old attack on the state government. 
It had not the glimmer of a new idea, 
nor any originality of statement. It 
was the old cry of many commissions, 
of much expense, of extravagance, of 
abuse of the people and of need that 
the critic be let in to make reforms. 
Bird was as reckless and as ignorant 
as Butler. He was equally lacking in 
facts to back up his statements. He 
was equally unfamiliar with the sub- 
ject. He did not realize that for many 
years the statehouse administration 
has been In the white limelight of con- 
stant polttioal attacks. He differs 
from Butler because everybody be- 
I lleves him to be absolutely honest and 
! public spirited,. He lacks Butler's in- 
fernal cunnings and is not the public 
danger that Butler was. But his 
speech was along Butler’s lines and 
as unworthy of acceptance. Bird 
himself is new to public life. Son of 
a father who was an extreme of pub- 
lic spirit and self-sacrificing activity, 
brought up under Influences which 
would naturally lead him into public 
life, he liHs pntil now never taken 
part in politics or been known as a 
heavy campaign contributor. Othei 
men have worked where he has neg- 
lected his duty and now that he has 
at last waked up. he assumes that they 
have done nothing or have been guilty 
of malfeasance la otfice. 

In his effort to stir tip the people 
last evening. Bird charged that extrav- 
agance of our state government is 
paid for by llie poor people, and* said 
that the man who pays $10 a ntonlh 
rent, really pays Ills share of the 
waste In the form of rent. A week ago 
yesterday. Deputy Tax Commissioner 
Charles A. Andn'ws at the Twentieth 
(Century club, said that the wealth of 
the state escapes taxation and that the 
state governineiit Is supported by 
taxes upon the propen-ty of the state. 
Taxation is iu more urgent need of 
reform than any other one thing In 
the state. But the inooses do not 
mention it in their program. Yet if 
Bird and Andrews arc right. If people 
only paid their taxes, there would be 
reli<>r from the many burdens resting 
on the poor. It is fair judgment, 
therefore, to liold tliat a moose is a 
hypocrite unless he makes the sworn 
return of all his taxable property to 
tho assessors as the law requires. 
Lust night’s liberal subscriptions 
prove tlml the mooses are largely of 
the moneyed class, and that is the 
class which dodges the tuxes. Tliey 
demand reforms which appeal to sym- 
[mihy, but they show no disposition 
j to stand up in the cold, the silence 
and the loneliness of a disagreeable 
political duty and do the thing which 
Is doubtless llie most important thing 
they can do to serve the public and 
relievo the poor. 

Lust night’s crowd was a conclu- 
sive demonstration of the whimsical 
and unreliable nature of this move- 
ment. Tlieir repeated and ridiculous 
moose bellowings, their frenzy and 
ilieir electric response to the leaders’ 
(otu'h show their temper and lack or 
stability. They are fine people, of' 
lilvh character and, at present, hu- 
mane enuitions. It is a splendid thing 


for the state tlinl at last this largo 
Indifferetu section of the people has 
been nronsed. It la to bo hoped that 
some of them will persevere and con- 
tinue to bp public spirited citizens. 
But It Is well to understand what mis 
movement really is and not to de- 
ceive oursolves. 


rM>Kn THE GILDKT) IXIMK 


IiBeresflng things are beginning to | 
happen nt the State House these days.' 
The Senate, for Instance, lina passed 
the hat pin bill, which if It passes 
the Governor will prohibit the ladles 
from wearing hat pins which protrude 
more than a half inch, unless the point 
is properly protected. The Great and 
General Court had now better spend 
a week or more and regulate the 
length of scarf pins. 

The House also surprised itself by 
passing this week a resolution advo- 
cating the government operation and 
ownership of coal mines, our three 
representatives voting In the negative 
on this Socialistic question. One bill 
favorably reported makes 2,240 pounds 
a ton, instead of the usual 2.000 
pounds and T presume the brilliant 
legislator responsible for that change 
fondly Imagines that the unsophisti- 
cated coal dealer will stIM maintain 
the 2,000 pound price for the 2,240 
pound ton. Another bill requires each 
ice dealer to weigh every piece of Ice 
when delivered, under penalty of $50 
for each offence. The ice dealer will 
probably pass along the cost of tho 
time thus used to the consumer, and 
incidentally add Just a little bit more 
to the high cost of living. Curious, 
isn’t it, that no one dreams that all 
this protection of the innocent con- 
sumer, Is primarily responsible for the 
increased cost of so many articles. 

The Senate has killed the bill men- 
tioned last week to exempt court 
records of applicants under 17 years 
of age, leaving the present law at 16 
years. 

The hearings this week have been 
Interesting in many ways. The wo- 
man’s suffrage measure was before 
Constitutional Amendments and. as 
usual was warmly supported and op- 
posed. Hon. Samuel L. Powers ap- 
peared in favor and warned the 
fjcglslature that this movement, now 
an agitation, would soon become a 
revolution unless granted. The Demo- 
cratic platform favors woman’s suf- 
frage and the Republican platform 
promised the people an opportunity 
to vote on it, so if party pledgee 
amount to anything, the l^egislature 
has no option bnt to pass the amend- 
ment as desired. 

A bill to make technical training 
optional in the primary and grammar 
grades brought out some interesting 
testimony before the Education com- 
mittee early In the week. The lady 
petitioner showed the committee a 
small woven mat of yarn which she 
said her 14 year old son had made, 
when he was behind, on account of 
illness In reading, writing and arith- 
metic. The petitioner also gave some 
caustic testimony as to the method of 
teaching cooking in the public schools. 
Another speaker said that his boy was 
kept too busy making tumble down 
hat racks and boxes, and could not 
find time to learn to write properly. 
Some of the present day fads in edu- 
cation came in for some legitimate 
criticism at this hearing. 

Newton matters arc moving along, 
the bill regarding removal of execu- 
tive officers having been signed by the 
Governor on Monday, and will now be 
passed upon by the people at the state 
election. The blit to allow the city 
to lay sewers in Waltham is also near 
the Governor and will probably be 
signed before my next letter. 

The act to establish the office of 
comptroller of accounts in this city, 
while passed and signed, proves to 
have a Joker concealed in its anatomy 
and. If City Solicitor Slocum is right 
In his interpretation, will not take 
effect until next February. Mr. Slo- 
cum says that the bill he submitted 
was changed by the committee, and 
creates the present situation. A new 
blit has been intr.oduced to correct, the 
error, but it will probably be some 
weeks before we actually estatjlish the 
new office. 

The committees are reporting leave 
to withdraw with their usual freedom, 
and among the bills thus thrown down 
1 find the KMey bill for forcible an- 
nexation to Boston, the Bennett bill 
for a Metropolitan district council, the 
various bills for liberalizing the New 
England Sabbath, and the proposition 
to make two platoons in the fire de- 
puilnients of cities of 40,000 or more.

The Monday Club of Newton High- 
lands mot at (he home of Mrs. Philip 
Swoetsor, of IJncoln street, on Pohrii- 
ary 24th. Miss Helen Holmes of 
Plymouth gave a talk on “Massachu- 
setts liallans." In part she said: “No 
story of present day Massachusetts Is 
complete without mention of the 
Italian. We must not Ignore these 
often considered alien people, pouring 
into the molting pot of our country, 
— our future citizens. Once estab- 
lished hero they do not feel themselves 
foreign. Is It true that we have noth- 
ing in common with these Italians? 
.Most of the nrt and literature of Eng- 
land and later of our country feels 
the Italian Influence. We must not 
forget that these people, who come 
over here from^ Italy,' arc many of 
them fitted to do some fine craftsmen 
work, such as wood carving, lace 
making, leather gilding and embos- 
sing, embroidery, basketry, fllagrec- 
silvcr work, mosaic making and weav- 
ing. Public spirited people have gath- 
ered samples of the various kinds of 
work done in Italy and have solicited 
trode for the craftsmen and women. 
It takes a Jane Addams to see the 
true Inwardness of the foreign char- 
acter. Wo can help those strange to 
6ur ways of cleanliness and hygiene 
to live safer lives. The yoUttg girls 
arc being taught both in school and 
at the settlement houses, and this 
' leaven is beginning to work. An Im- 
portant fact, which should not be lost 
sight of Is that the Italians In the 
state have no church Influence.” 

A group of songs by Mrs. Tewks- 
bury closed an Interesting afternoon. 

Owing to a change of residence, Mrs. 
Putnam, the president of the Wuhan 
Woman's Club, will hereafter be un- 
able to take charge of the meetings 
and so on last Monday afternoon, 
Mrs. Pietro Isola was appointed vice- 
president in place of Mrs. William 
Parker, who felt It necessary to resign 
on account of ill health. 

Miss Charlotte Ehbets of Simmons 
Collcga gave a very Instructive talk 
on “What Domestic Science can do 
for the Home." She divided her talk 
into thred parts, speaking of shelter, 
raiment and food. She spoke of the 
selection of the home, the one tone 
color scheme for a small house and 
the best methods of lighting, plumb- 
ing and lieating. In treating of cloths 
she said that the textile industry had 
become very Important. She dis- 
cussed the flbres. the resuts obtained 
by microscopic tests of cotton, wool, 
linen and silk, and also by simple 
tests like burning. The origin of dif- 
ferent materials was described and 
those absorbing moisture, those tak- 
ing dyes well and the ones with dur- 
able qualities were spoken of. Then 
she told of five forms of adulterations 
commonly practised In the manufac- 
ture of cloths. Turning to the sub- 
ject of food, she discussed the pure 
food laws, the necessity of eating ac- 
cording to occupation and the need of 
organized labor In the home. A tea 
and social hour pleasantly ended the 
afternoon. 

On Tuesday evonlngi^Mrs. Susan W. 
Fitrigerald addressed the Club on Wo- 
man Suffrage or Equal Suffrage as 
she said she preferred to call It for 
the movement now' has men as well 
as women behind It and Is really a 
movement of good citizenship and of 
general Importance. She said that 
w’omen were striving to gain the vote 
as a tool rather than a right, a chan- 
nel by which to improve conditions. 
She also said that the same objections 
arc given today as flfey years ago 
when people didn't wish girls to have 
schooling, later a college education 
and the right to enter professions and 
they realty come from an Instinctive 
objection to change. She spoke of the 
equal suffrage question as the third 
step saying that first there was 
trouble over class distinctions, then 
race distinctions and now sex distinc- 
tions. Questions and a discussion 
follow'od this interesting talk. 

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning, James 
0. Fagan addressed the members and 
guests upon - “Social Democracy and 
the Class War — the laborers doing 
something for themselves.” Under this 
subject he dwelt particularly upon the 
latter topic, the laborers doing some- 
thing for themselves, as he has seen 
It In the railroad business. Before the 
time of labor unions among railroad 
men, the men were killed by the score 
and conditions were generally bud. 
The movement to form unions was a 
reasonable revolt ugalnst Intolerable 
conditions. In 1882, when Mr. Fagan 
entered the railroad business, the em- 
ployee was an unfortunate Individual. 
At the present day there are about 
j 1,700,000 men employed on the Amerl- 
j can railroads and about 80 per cent 
lure organized. The schedules laid 
down by the unions have worked won- 
ders. Today every tuan has hts defi- 
nite work beyond which he cannot 
step. Illustrations were given show- 
ing how' the schedule works abuses, 
but ou the other hand, the condition 
of the men has been beuefltled. Today 
the weakest is treated Ibe same as the 
strongest. There is a regular sched- 
ule of promotions decided upon not 
by the railroad managers, but by the 
union leaders. No man can be trans- 
ferred to a similar position In another 
division, Instead there must be a regu- 
lar promotion for the men of that 
division. For, example, Mr. Fagan i 
said that he could not have been trans- 
ferred from the tower where he was 
employed to an electric tower with- 
out beglnuiug there as an ofilce boy. 
even though he had been In the em- 
ploy of the road for thirty-five years. 
He touched upon the conditions among 
the firemen and explained the recent 
situation. 

In regard to public ownership of 
ralli'uads he cited conditions In 
France, which show that sltice the gov- 
ernmeut has taken the control they 
have been more costly. For Instance, 
the number out on sick leave has 
steadily Increased, for the obvious rea- 
son (hat in case of sickness the men 
receive full pay. 

In speaking of the I. W. W., he said 
that It differs from the other systems, 
In (hat It declares war upon capital 
and attempts to tear down the social 


structure and to Ixilld It anew, it is 
striving to form a new social structure 
In the shell of the old. Syndicalism 
on (he other hand is a co-operative 
movement, which seeks to bring about 
the disappearance of capital. In Mr 
'Fagan's opinion anything htit a very 
modified form would he out of place hi 
America. 

In closing he said that the industrial 
chaos of the present day contains with- 
in itself the germs of cure. He does 
not look for any great revolution, but 
considers that the desire to belter con- 
ditions that 1 b evident on every hand 
will In (he end bring about the desired 
result. 

Mr. Fagan was listened to with close 
altentlon and many questions show'ed 
the interest which his talk had aroused. 

Newton Federation 

Tlio Mld-Wtnter meeting of the New’- 
ton Federation was held at the Tech- 
nical High School on Wednesday after- 
noon. By Invitation of the Education 
committee of the Newton Federation 
the Education department of the State 
Federation arranged a conference to 
consider the subjects of Moral Edu- 
cation and the Monteseorl Method of 
Instruction. 

Mrs. L. S. Drake, chairman of thd 
.Newton Education committee, was in 
the chair in the absence of Mrs G H 
Wilkins. She extended a welcome to 
the guests and told of the work of her 
committee for this year. Mrs. Emily 
: E. B. Brown, chairman of the State 
Federation department, presided dur- 
ing the rest of the afternoon. Mrs. 
Brown spoke of the work of her de- 
partment, saying that forty clubs have 
reported forming Home and School 
Association: among other things which 
her department Is urging. Is Interest 
In vocational education, in scholar- 
ships, in international peace, bettei 
daily newspapers, school visitation, 
and the raising of the standard of the 
moving picture theatres. 

Mrs. Claude U. Gilson, who was to 
have spoken upon the first subject, 
w’ns detained on account of illness and 
her place was filled by Mrs. Clara Ban- 
croft Bealley of Roxbury, who spoke 
upon “Morals through Reverence.” 

Mrs. Beat ley said In part that rev- 
erence Is the keynote of morals, It 
being the deep feeling, the seeing clear- , 
ly something noble, true, and high. 
We need to teach the children to see 
the true and the beautiful, the wonder- 
ful truth about the body, the need of 
sleep, of recreation. Proper rever- 
ence teaches consideration. The boy 
and girl should be taught consideration 
for their bodies, consideration for oth- 
ers, to respect the aged, that man Is 
the natural protector of the girl and 
that she should be a noble influence 
among her companions. 

An appreciation fori sacred places 
should be instilled Into young people, 
the sacredness of the home, 
the Church, the schools. the 
State, reverence for places where 
life has been sacrificed for a noble 
cause. A true reverence thus engen- 
dered gives us a constantly renewed 
call to perfection. Beofre closing Mrs. 
Beatiey touched upon -the subject of 
Eugenics, the scienco'iof being well 
born, and the necesslty'of doing more 
and more for the ancestors of the gen- 
erations to come. To accomplish the 
desired end, wonderful self-control is 
required, and young people should be 
taught that this is the age of self-con- 
trol. 

Mrs. Henry Coolidge Mulligan, pres- 
ident of the State Federation, upon be- 
ing called upon, said (hat she should 
relate this subject of .Moral Education 
to the schools, since the previous 
speaker had related It to the home. As 
time has gone on more and more in- 
Btructlon has been taken out of the 
home and relegated to the school and 
from fear of teaching sectarianism in 
the schools the leaching of religion 
and morals has been relegated to the 
church. And what can the church do 
In one short hour a week? The schools 
have taken over many of these things 
because they were not done In the 
homes. Morals and religion are not 
the same thing. Morals can be taught 
in the schools. Now. If we arc going 
to require our teachers to teach mor- 
als, we must be extremely careful in 
selecting the kind of teacher to do this. 
The first qualification should be per- 
sonality, for example goes with pre- 
cept. and It Is impuBsible to teach 
morals out of a text book. She cited 
us examples Mary Lyon and Alice Free- 
man i’aimer, teachers whose very at- 
mosphere made for belter living. 

A short time was given to questions 
and discussion in which w'as brought 
out the necessity of creating public 
sentiment und of laying upon the 
mothers the responsibility of moral 
und religious teaching in the liomes. 

The remainder of the time wus given 
to a presentation of the Montessorl 
Method of Instruction by .Miss Harriet 
IC. Gould of Brookline, who hus been 
a student of Madame Montessorl in 
Horne. Madame Montessorl claims 
that It is Irrational to train a child 
to dependence. If the individual is to 
live an Independent life, all training 
must tend in that direction from birth. 
She places children of niuny ages In 
the same room, hus child's sized fur- 
niture, light and easily carried about; 
in respect to dlBcl|)line, the children 
are allowed to do anything that does 
not disturb anyone else, being given 
the liberty (hat Is found In everyduy 
lifu. Each child works absolutely In- 
dependently and progresses cjulckly 
or slowly according to Us ability. The 
speaker told how she has adapted it to 
her work Iti Brookline and described 
some of the schools she visited In Italy 
where the principles are being carried 
out. 

A social hour followed in the library 
where those present hud opportunity 
to meet Mrs. Mulligan and the speak- 
ers. Refreshments were served by the 
social coininlttoe, Mrs. F. E. Anderson, 
chuirmun. The three vice-presidents 
of the Federation, Mrtf. Flsku, Mrs. 
Bartlett and Mrs. Andrews, and Mrs. 
Palmer, president of the Newtonvllle 
Guild, Mrs. F. 11. tfifwart, of the New- 
ton Centre Woman's Club, und Mrs. 
C. F, Rogers, Jr., of tl)o IMorluti Club, 
presided over the table s.

The changes consist of the erection 
of a new fireproof addition 49x56 
feet at the rear of the present build- 
ing. and a general rearrangement of 
the rooms in the present building 
with improvements therein necessi- 
tated by the relocation of the various 
departments of the library. 

'The new* addition is fireproof In 
every particular, separated from the 
present building with fire waits and 
automatic closing fire doors, and w’ill 
contain a new heating plant, storage 
for a year's supply of coal, a basement 
store room 33x36 feet and two entire 
floors for new book stacks, with op- 
portunity in a high top story for an 
additional gallery to meet the needs 
of future growth of the Library. 

The front entrance and vestibule 
have been entirely reconstructed to 
improve the approaches to both stories 
of the building. 

The entire front part of the build- 
ing is used as the general reading 
room, having reference books at one 
end and newspapers and magazines 
at the opposite end; the lighting of 
the room being greatly improved by 
large skylights in the centre of the 
room. 

The old stack room has been 
converted into a delivery room, ap- 
proached through a wide opening in- 
to the front part of the building, and 
contains the delivery desks, card 
catalogue, new metal book stacks for 
the art. music and recent fiction de- 
partments, as well as a number of 
tables and ebairs for the use of the 
patrons, w'ho are thereby given an 
opportunity to refer directly to about 
11.000 books. 

The former newspaper and maga- 
zine room In the first story will be 
used as the children's reading room, 


116,000 books, and there will be dis- 
tributed in the various rooms of the 
old building 25,000 books, making a 
total of 140,000 without the room in 
the basement, which may be used in 
future years to store 20,000 books sel- 
dom used. 

The trustees have furnished book 
cases for two floors of the new stack 
room, which with the cases in the old 
building, will accomodate about 100,' 
000 books providing ample shelving 
for more open spacing of the present 
books, and allowing for several years' 
increase. 

When these cases have been filled, 
the cases of the new gallery floor 
may be installed, providing for about 
eight year’s increase, after which the 
basement room may be used accom- 
modating five year’s further increase. 

It is estimated that the proposed 
additions will provide for the normal 
increase in the growth of the Library 
for a period of about twenty years. 

This building will be used for the 
general store house of the entire city, 
from which will be supplied the books 
to the various branch libraries, and 
special attention has been given to 
arrangements for collecting and ship- 
ping the books necessary to supply the 
different branches. 

It is expected that the policy of the 
Trustees in permitting the public to 
have access to a considerable number 
of the book cases, will greatly increase 
the use of the reading rooms, besides 
making it very much more convenient 
to patrons in selecting books to be 
taken out on the library cards. 

New furniture has replaced some 
that has been In use for twenty or 
thirty years, and the rest refinlshed 
to correspond with the color scheme 
of the rooms.
